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REPORT. 



A THIRD bad harvest, having succeeded those of 
1861 and 1862, and distress appearing, last winter, 
over larger and more populous districts than had been 
affected in the latter, the " Mansion House Cdmmittee, 
for the Eelief of Distress, in Ireland," which had closed 
its labours in August, 1862, felt compelled, by the 
painful pressure of the crisis, to resume its functions, 
in January last, under the name of the " Central 
Committee, for the Eelief of Distress, in Ireland." — 
(see Address^ Appendix A.) 

2. Under the presidency of the present Lord Mayor, 
Right Hon. JohnP. Vereker, whose first official act was 
to preside, as Chairman, at the resumption of the func- 
tions of the Committee, on the 3rd January last, we held 
our weekly meetings in the City Assembly Hall, kindly 
granted for the purpose by the Corporation, from that 
date up to the 31st July, when we ceased to make further 
allocations, and virtually closed our immediate duties 
which, we earnestly hope, we may never again have 
occasion to resume. Our constitution, as well as our 
object, continued unaltered, from last year. The Right 



Hon. the Lokd Mayor, His Grace the Most Be v. Dr. 
CuLLEN, Catholic Archbishop of Dublin, all the Mem- 
bers of the Corporation, the Clergy of every denomi- 
nation in the metropolis, all the medical men in the 
city and vicinity, in charge of dispensaries, and many 
of the leading public men, magistrates, barristers, 
literary men, and journalists, as well as the chief 
Irish Contributors, were Members of the Committee. 
3. In submitting to the public the following Report 
of our proceedings, our first duty is to return our 
warmest thanks to the friends and benefactors, at home 
and abroad, of the Irish poor, for the munificent 
subscriptions raised for their relief, in many and most 
remote lands, throughout both Hemispheres. The 
Mansion House Committee received, last year, from 
22nd February, 1862, to 25th August, subscriptions 
amounting to £5,179 165. of which sum about £3,300 
was contributed.from other countries ; thus, £100 from 
the Sovereign Pontiff, £1,037 from the United States 
of America, £56 from Canada, £1,000 from England, 
chiefly from Liverpool ; £460 from France, and the 
remainder from Belgium and various other places. 
After the close of the proceedings, last year, the muni- 
ficent sum of £2,756 was received from the Central 
Committee formed in Melbourne to raise subscriptions 
throughout Victoria to aid the Committee in Ireland, 
which has since been followed by a second generous 
remittance of £2,600, to assist the emigration of suit- 
able persons to that flourishing Colony, making a total 
of £5,356 received, for the Irish poor, from their 
friends in Melbourne and Victoria. The United States 



of America, disorganized and afflicted even as that great 
Kepublic is, with a wasting and deplorable cirvil war, has 
exceeded all its former generosity in the noble and touch- 
ing exercise, this year, of its sympathy for our sufferings. 
Of the whole sum of £29,217 received, from the close 
of the proceedings, August, 1862, to the present date,* 
the people of the United States, alone, have con- 
tributed £18,808, or two-thirds of our aggregate 
receipts, a sum, which, considering the adverse state 
of exchange, represents subscriptions, in America, 
exceeding £30,000. The leading cities of the N orthern 
States organised Civic Committees, numerous and in- 
fluential public meetings were held, ladies got up balls, 
gentlemen delivered lectures. Generals collected sub- 
scriptions, even on the eve of battle, and several 
Catholic Bishops issued Pastorals to their clergy and 
flocks, appointing simultaneous collections in their 
churches, for the Irish poor, enjoining, to the claims of 
race and kindred, the still higher duties of Christian 
Charity. The reports of the published proceedings on 
many of those occasions, and several of the letters which 
accompanied the subscriptions from the United States, 
are of the most interesting and affecting character, and 
establish for that noble and generous people a still 
further claim on the gratitude of Irishmen, throughout 
the world.f From Canada and British America we 
received, this year, £943 4^. Id. ; British Eegiments 
inShanghai, China,£99 12s.

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4. These items refer to our Committee only, but 
very considerable sums have also been received, from 
abroad, by the Catholic Prelates, chiefly those of the 
distressed districts, and which, from the acknowledg- 
ments that have appeared in the public journals, must 
exceed the aggregate amount received by this Com- 
mittee. In fact, we are assured by members of our 
Committee, who have been in constant correspondence 
with persons of high position in America, that, on a 
moderate estimate, £300,000 has been remitted to 
Ireland this year from the United States, solely for 
the purpose of relieving the prevailing distress, apart 
from the sum annually remitted to assist emigration. 
Nor should this touching generosity excite our sur- 
prise, when we learn, on official authority, that within 
the last fifteen years, a sum of upwards of £12,000,000 
sterling has been remitted, through Banks alone, from 
American citizens to their friends, in Ireland, and 



that in two years, those remittances amounted to 
£3,169,000.* 

5. Nor does the amount of subscriptions to our 
Committee from Irishmen, at home, represent the 
charity or the generosity of the country. While our 
operations were National, they were also, at the same 
time, locals in relation to the city and county of Dublin, 
containing a population of 410j264 persons ; and the 
chief portion of the Irish subscriptions was contributed 
in, and about, the metropolis. The Relief Committees of 
last year were revived, or new ones formed, over most of 
the distressed counties ; large sums were collected, 
and, in several localities, the amount raised and the 
efibrts made to relieve the suffering classes were highly 
creditable to all parties. Reviewing all the informa- 
tion that has come before us, we have reason to believe 
that an aggregate sum of not less than £100,000 has 
been allocated, since last winter, by us, by Local Relief 
Committees, or by clergymen and other dispensers of 
public benevolence, apart, altogether, from the ordinary 
action of several permanent Charitable Associations 
and Religious Communities.

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6. While returning our heartfelt thanks, and record- 
ing our deep gratitude, to those generous benefactors, 
at home and abroad, so widely dispersed over the globe, 
yet whose bounty united in the timely succour whicli 
saved tens of thousands of our poor from perishing of 
starvation, we feel it a most pleasing duty to record the 
marked gratitude of this Committee to our Chairman, 
the Right Hon. John P. Vereker, Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, for the early and earnest interest taken in our 
cause, for his unremitting attendance at our meetings, 
for the dignity and afiability with which he presided, for 
the large amount of time and labour devoted to official 
correspondence, in relation to subscriptions amounting 
to upwards of £13,000, forwarded through his Lord- 
ship's hands ; and, finally, for the generosity with 
which he placed at our disposal large sums, the unre- 
stricted allocation of which had been confided to his 
Lordship. 

7. As portion of this agreeable duty, we have also 

to record our deep sense of obligation and gratitude 

to His Grace the Most Eev. Dr. Cullen, Catholic 

Archbishop of Dublin, who, as a member of our 

Committee, and as one of our Treasurers, has brought 

to our support, at home and abroad, all the influence 

of his personal character and eminent position. 

Through his Grace, we received upwards of £9,000, 

m subscriptions, almost the entire of this munificent 

sum having been entrusted to him, for his own 

distribution ; but, confiding in us, as an impartial 

agency for its allocation, his Lordship was pleased 

o lorward it to us for general distribution, wherever 
we deemed distress greatest. 
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8. These important facts sufficiently attest the 
confidence reposed in the impartiality of our proceed- 
ings, which, happily, from first to last, were never 
marred by even a momentary difierence amongst our 
members — ^the Protestant Lord Mayor, the Catholic 
Archbishop, the Protestant and the Catholic clergy, 
and the Catholic and the Protestant laity of the city, 
united together, as one man^ in the holy cause of 
common charity. 

9. Having, now, given a general outline of the 
sources whence we derived our funds, and their 
amount — ^the details of which will be found in the 
List of Subscriptions in the Appendix* — our next duty 
is to submit a statement of the allocations made 
thereof. Before doing so, however, it is desirable 
that we should inform the public of the course that 
we pursued before making any grants. We drew up 
a form of Query Sheet,f and, when application was 
made to us, we forwarded a copy of it to the Appli- 
cant, requesting that it should be returned, properly 
filled. We obtained from the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners an official Keturn of the Poundage Poor Rate, 
not only in every one of the 163 Poor Law Unions, 
but in every one of their 3,438 Electoral Divisions ; 
and we also obtained weekly Summaries of the number 
of persons in receipt of relief, in-door and out-door, in 
every Union in Ireland. These two Returns served, 
to some extent, as checks on the statements in the 
Query Sheet, and enabled us to estimate, so far as 
the operation of the Poor Law could assist us, the

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fluctuating pressure of destitution, in the different 
localities. 

10. We received 430 of these Query Sheets, this 
year, but, as the main facts sought in a Query Sheet 
could not undergo great change within a few months, 
and desirous to avoid imposing much official routine 
oji parties, many of whom were not accustomed 
to it, we renewed grants, without requiring new 
Query Sheets. Further, as many of the applications 
were from Religious 'and Charitable Institutions, to 
which the Queries were not quite pertinent, we made 
grants, in such cases, on the known character of those 
institutions, and on the special statement put forward 
by the Applicant. These explanations account for the 
fact, that while the number of separate grants made, 
this year, exceeds 1,100 the number of Query Sheets 
is less than half that amount. 

11. The following abstract shows the result of our 
proceedings in reference to the renewal of grants to 
the same Local Committee or other Applicant : —

Of course, the grants most frequently renewed were 
those made to the Western districts, where distress 
first appeared and continued longest ; and, in many 
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cases, before making a second or a new allocation, to 
the same party, we required, on a form which will be 
found in the Appendix, a detailed and satisfactory 
statement of the disbursement of the previous 
grants.* 

12. While the funds of our Committee reached 
every county in Ireland, it will be found, on ex- 
amination of the following Table, that it was the 
Western half of the island — mainly the counties on 
the Atlantic seaboard, from Donegal to Cork — that 
received the great bulk of our allocations : —

From this Summary, it appears that Connaught, 
which contains only 15 per cent, of the general popu- 
lation, received 55 per cent., or nearly four times this 
proportion, of the whole amount allocated. 

1 3. We have, above, adverted to the generous contri- 
butions from Victoria, including a sum of £2,600 
specially subscribed to assist emigration, thereto, from 
the distressed districts in Ireland. Local Committees 
were formed throughout that flourishing Colony, and 
these, co-operating with the Central Committee, in Mel- 
bourne, upon which were Ministers of the Crown, 
Members of the Legislative Assembly, Magistrates, and 
some of the leading citizens, re-published the Address 
that we issued last January, and raised this sum, which 
they were enabled to supplement by a grant of £1,000, 
voted by the Commissioners of Trade and Customs, 
being part of a sum of £5,000 granted " to defray the 
expense of parties in distress in, and willing to emi- 
grate from the United Kingdom."* Through the kind

visited Dublin in reference to this scheme, we have 
obtained some Free Passage Warrants, out of funds 
set apart to assist emigration, which will enable 
a larger number to be sent out than had origin- 
ally been contemplated. This sum, of £3,600, is not 
included in the above Table of Local Distribution of 
Grants, and only £2,600 of it is included in our re- 
ceipts, but we are assured, that it will be applied, 
mainly, in assisting emigration from those counties 
that have most largely shared the grants of this 
Committee. 

14. The feeling was unanimous amongst us, that, 
while most grateful to our generous friends in Vic 
toria, for this substantial expression of their beneficence 
to our suffering poor, yet, as the sole object of our con- 
stitution was the direct and immediate relief of the 
existing distress, we felt that it was not quite within 
that object to undertake the duty assigned of carrying 
out the projected scheme of emigration. Accordingly, 
a Resolution to this effect was passed, and the £2,600 
handed over to the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor^ who, as- 
sisted by a Committee, has kindly undertaken the duty 
of carrying out the instructions of our friends in Mel- 
bourne, and which, we are confident, will be done in 

Colonies of Australia, 276,837 emigrants, of whom 87,533 were Irish, 
towards whose passage money, £97,596 was contributed in those Colonies. 
The amount remitted by settlers in Australia was, in 1859, J£45,798 ; in 
1860, £66,713 ; in 1861, £78,095 ; in 1862, £81,723 ; or a total, in the four 
years, of ^£271, 729, of which a very large portion was to Ireland. These 
returns do not include remittances by hand, or through commercial firms, 
or priyate parties, the amount of which is estimated by the Emigration 
Commissioners at one-half ihvLt sent through official channels. 
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the most effective and satisfactory manner. About 
600 eligible persons, carefully selected, will be sent, 
free of ell cost, to Melbourne, and it is intended to 
append to this Report a full account of the proceed- 
ings connected therewith, drawn up by the Lord 
Mayor and the Committee charged with the under- 
taking.* 

15. From the preceding Table, it may be seen that 
the last sixteen, or half of the Irish counties, containing 
a population of 2,187,366 persons, received from our 
Committee an aggregate of only Xl,000 — being less 
than four per cent, of the whole sum allocated — 
varying from £15, in Antrim, to £170 in Carlow, and 
that all these counties lie east of, or under, the medial 
line of the kingdom. The main bulk of the alloca- 
tions has been to the Western counties, the first eight 
counties on the list having received £20,295, or more 
than four-fifths of the entire sum disbursed by our 
Committee, in grants.f That severe pressure was felt 
throughout the Midland and the Eastern counties 
especially in the towns, we shall presently prove ; yet 
the applications made for aid were comparatively 
few, and the great majority of these to give breakfast 
or clothes to the most destitute of the children in the 
Parochial Schools, or to supplement the funds of those 
religious or benevolent communities that visit the sick 
and the suffering poor, in their own homes. Local 
Relief Committees were got up, subscriptions raised, 
and public works opened in several large towns, 
upon which the unemployed labouring classes were set

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to work, without any application have been made to 
lis, for grants-in-aid.* 

16. The letters which we received from Clergymen, 
magistrates, and influential persons of all religious 
denominations, the statements set forth on the Query 
Sheets of Applicants, and on the Disbursement Returns,! 
the harrowing appeals made to us by numbers of 
Clergymen, even by Bishops, and laymen, who travelled 
from the extreme West of Ireland to plead, in person, 
before the Committee, the claims of their starving flocts 
or neighbours, the reports made to us by some of our 
Members, who visited the most distressed districts in the 
West, all bear testimony to the terrible fact that, in 
many localities, the extent, depth, and acuteness of the 
sufferings of the labouring and small-farmer classes 
were only less in degree than during the worst period of 
the disastrous Famine, of 1847-9. The vast increase 
in the number of Civil Bill Decrees, Ejectments 
trebled, and the Pawn OflSces filled with the miserable 
garments, and bed clothes of the Poor, are only further, 
and natural results, testifying to the deplorable con- 
dition of the country. 

17. As we have already acknowledged, in terms of 
grateful recognition, the active and generous efforts of 
many landlords and others to relieve their tenants and 
the suffering poor on their estates, we cannot now 
shrink from the painful duty of exposing, before the 
world, the cruel agencies by which the poor are left to 
perish, through mal-administration or evasion of a Law 
devised for their relief. We do so, in the interest of

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humanity, and with a view to lay before the rulers of 
the country the responsibility under which they rest, 
to provide, so far as it is in their power, remedies for 
the social evils to which we advert. 

18. The advocates of a Poor Law defend it as a 
measure of police as well as of humanity, because, by 
providing the destitute with the common necessaries 
of life, it prevents the necessity or the excuse of their 
being driven to beg or to steal. Defending it on this 
low ground. Sir George Nicholls, regarding it as a 
species of mutual assurance of property against poverty, 
thus wrote in 1838, when the Irish Poor Law Bill, of 
which he was the framer, was before Parliament : — 

" The Poor Rate is to be regarded rather in the light of a 
mutual assurance, under which certain members of a community 
unite together, for the common purpose of protecting each other 
from the effects of pauperism, each member being required to 
contribute according to his visible means, and each having an 
interest according to the amount of his actual contribution. 
If, therefore, the amount contributed be the measure of each 
rate-payer's interest, it ought, in justice, also, within certain con- 
venient limitations, to be the measure of his influence ; and these 
limitations the bill provides, by fixing a scale according to which 
every rate-payer is to vote." — Mr. Nicholas Second Report (1838) 
on Irish Poor Laws. 

Not anxious to discuss, here, any higher view of 
a Poor Law, we shall show that these principles of 
the Relief Act are wholly inoperative, in the most 
distressed districts in Ireland. Evidence has come 
before us, borne by several clergymen, that some 
landlords in Mayo enter into written agreements 
with their tenants, that the latter shall pay the whole 
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of the Poor Rate, whereas, for many years, the Statute 
rendered null, and as of no avail, any private agree- 
ment whose tendency was to release the landlord from 
the obligation of paying half the Rate ; and, although 
that clause has been repealed, the whole spirit of a 
Poor Law, and the very principles above enunciated, 
as the foundation of the Irish Act, are opposed to the 
unjust, not to say cruel, evasion of the Law, by which 
the burden of the whole support of the destitute 
would be thrown, from the owners, upon the occupiers 
of land — a class the great majority of whom, in the 
West of Ireland, are, in degree, only less destitute than 
those they are called on to support. To say nothing 
of the notorious abhorrence that the poor universally 
entertain against entering the Workhouse, occu- 
piers of more than a rood of land are denied 
relief, except within the Workhouse, and as a 
condition of even receiving it, therein, the whole 
family must enter together^ which would necessitate 
a practical abandonment of their little cottages 
and farms— partly, perhaps, cropped — it can be well 
understood that the industrious Poor will, and do suffer 
the direst privations, sooner than enter an abode from 
which they could never hope for redemption of their 
former social position. Under such pressure, out-door 
relief denied them, they sold and pledged article by 
article, until, their stock and crop gone, their cabins 
stript of the few simple articles of furniture, their beds 
and persons gradually denuded of every covering that 
could be removed, a more wretched spectacle did not 
exist in Christendom than was presented along the 

c 
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west of Mayo and Galway, last Spring. The timely 
and generous aid sent through us, and through 
other channels, saved thousands from starvation ; 
hut, highly gratifying as are these results, we felt it 
difficult to avoid observing that, owing to peculiar 
causes, above referred to, we found it impossible to 
save the lives of the people, without beholding, in many 
cases, the funds of charity operating as a fareiffn 
rate-in-aidj contributed by the industrious in America 
and Australia, to minimise just taxation upon the 
landlords of the west of Ireland, and further secure 
to them a year's rent, in the crops sown. 

19. On the 14th February last, when the number 
of persons in receipt of Poor Law relief in Ireland was 
at its maximum^ the relief was thus administered, 
in-door and out-door, in the four Provinces: —

s naught, there were twelve Work- 
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houses, in the most distressed districts, the inmates in 
which ranged from only 116 to 183 ; and, during the 
whole period, there were Electoral Divisions, in the 
Province, the poundage rate on which never exceeded 
two-pence. It is true, there were Electoral Divisions 
the rate on which rose to eight shillings^ in the pound ; 
but these inequalities of rating are only another result 
of the undue preponderance that the owners of 
property exercise in administering a Poor Law which 
they may use as a means of casting the support of the 
poor of their estates upon overburdened cities and 
towns, in which they are driven to settle. 

20. This inequaUty of ratingactsmostdisadvantage- 
ously against the interests of the Poor, and is a source of 
unjust oppression, upon many classes. The following 
Table, compiled from official Keturns, shews that there 
are Unions in which one Electoral Division bears from 
Jour to twelve times the rate of another Electoral 
Division, in the same Union^ and, it may be, that 
both Divisions are adjacent to each other. It reveals 
the anomalous fact that while one part of this small 
island pays a rate of two pence^ another part pays a 
rate of eight shillings^ or nearly ^/^^ fold greater; but, 
stranger still, there were Electoral Divisions, in a few 
Unions, which, during all this severe crisis, had no rate 
whatever.

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21. In England, when considerable disparity arises 
in the rating, owing to unusual pressure, as in the 
case of the Lancashire Cotton Famine, the Poor Law 
Commissioners interpose their authority, and order a 
rate-in-aid to be struck, over the county in which the 
over-taxed Parochial Unions are situate, and, thus, by ex- 
tending the area of taxation, the temptation to restrict 
relief, in any suffering locality, is lessened or removed. 

22. Again, in the matter of out-door relief, the two 
countries present a complete contrast. We record, 
with sincere pleasure, that, during the last two or 
three years, a considerable increase has taken place in 
the extension of out-door relief in Ireland — ^that form 
of assistance which is alone suited to the decent, self- 
reliant, and unpauperised poor, when suffering under 
temporary distress. But this increase has been almost 
confined to the Unions in Leinster, thirty-two out of 
the forty Unions in which give out-door relief. In 
fact, in several Unions, most prominent amongst which 
are those of Drogheda, New Eoss, Trim, Granard, 
Kilkenny, Castlecomer, Athy, Navan, Enniscorthy, 
Eathdrum, Waterford, and Kanturk, out-door relief 
has been, almost, the rulcj and in-door relief the excep- 
tion^ during the period of recent distress. In Con- 
naught, on the contrary, although it was there that 
suffering was deepest, only a few of the twenty-nine 
Unions — ^those of Boyle, Strokestown, and Tuam — 
can be said to have extended out-door relief to any 
considerable fraction of the destitute poor. Com- 
paring England and Ireland, we find, jfrom official 
returns, that, in the fourth week of last May, the 
numbers in receipt of relief stood thus : —

Thus, while one^ in twenty^ of the whole population, 
was, at the above date, in receipt of relief in England, 
more than^owr tijoes less, or one^ in eighty 4iJC0^ was 
in receipt of relief in Ireland ; and, while there were 
more than eighty on in-door^ for each one^ on out- 
door relief, in Ireland, the ratio was nearly reversed 
in England, where there were seven^ on out-door^ 
to each one^ on in-door relief. Under Poor Laws 
that are substantially the same, in both countries, these 
are results so conflicting that we cannot avoid the 
conclusion that the Irish Poor Law would be more 
liberally administered were the Irish Commission not 
so constituted that only one of its members, and he is 
connected with its Medical Branch only, is an Irishman. 
23. While returning thanks to our generous friends, 
abroad and at home, for the bounty which enabled 
us to help the Poor through the trying ordeal of the 
last two years, we would fail in our duty to them and 
to truth if we omitted to refer to the notorious fact 
that these munificent subscriptions are the simple fruit 
of benevolence and patriotism, not stimulated by the 
smiles of Courts or Ministers, as in the case of the 
large contributions for the relief of Distress in Lan- 
cashire, a distress in which we deeply sympathised — ^but 
generously entrusted to us, at a time when the object 
of our Committee was denounced as mischievous, by 
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Ministers of the Crown, who publicly denied the ex- 
istence of severe distress in Ireland, and whose organs 
in the Press, branded us as " Famine-mongers.^' Since 
that time, several Railway and other Companies, the 
Poor Law Commissioners, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and, within the past few weeks, Her 
Majesty's Ministers, in the Speech framed for the 
Queen, at the Prorogation of Parliament, have come 
forward and deplored the severe distress, the previous 
denial of the existence of which by the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, and the Irish Government, had the effect 
of deterring numbers from subscribing to our Com- 
mittee, lest they should incur the disfavor of Dublin 
Castle. His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant not 
alone never contributed to our Funds, or used his 
high position to second our benevolent object, but, 
very recently, when the distress had abated or been 
relieved, as if in condemnation of our body, he sub- 
scribed a trifling sum to a Committee of the Society 
of Friends, who very humanely acted as a Eelief 
Committee, thus ignoring, or condemning the exist- 
ence of a body containing representatives of the two 
leading Churches in Ireland, a body that has been en-

RELIEF OF DISTRESS, IN IRELAND. (a)

Forced, last Spring, by the deep and general distress which then 
prevailed in most of the Western, and in some of the South-western 
districts in Ireland, we ventured to lay before you, in an Address 
from this Committee, a brief outline of the sad condition of the poor, 
in those localities. That appeal was generously responded to by 
munificent subscriptions contributed by benevolent persons at home, 
and also in England, France, Rome, Belgium, Canada, the United 
States, and Australia. Grateful for those seasonable subscriptions, 
which amount to £8,000, of which £6,000 was allocated by this 
Committee, — upwards of five times that sum having been allocated 
by local parlies engaged in the same humane duty, — we regret that 
stern necessity again compels us to submit to you the following 
statement of facts, quoted from Official Returns, evidencing the 
present deplorable position and prospects of the poorer classes in 
Ireland. 

Unchecked by the disturbed state of America — the favourite resort 
of the Irish exile — emigration increased ,(5) last year, to the extent,

in the aggregate, of 64,314 persons, or 16 per cent, abore that for 
1861, the emigrants being chiefly of an age and a class whose removal 
diminished the ranks of indastrial production, and, at the same time, 
threw a greater residue of the population upon a proportionablj less 
effective means of support.

{d) This decrease extended to Wheat, Oats, Barley, Potatoes, and other staple crops. 
In 1847 there were 3,313,663 acres under cereal crops in Ireland, and, in 1861, only 
2,624,957 acres, the produce of the former heing estimated by the Registrar-General at 
16,248,934 quarters, and of the latter at 9,6 18,098 quarters. The excess of cereal imports 
above exports, increasing every year, amounted, in 1860, to 788,084 quarters, represent- 
ing a national drain, from Ireland, of £3,295,063, in one year, for breadstuffs. 

(e) The capital withdrawn from tillage, and invested in cattle, rose from the Tear 1847 
to 1859, since which, to 1862, there has been a decrease in the number of live stock, 
estimated as equivalent to £4,163,934, which also indicates the vast decrease, for same 
period, in green crops, amounting to about 4,000,000 tons.

(A) The number of tickets, and the aggregate amount lent, in all the Irish Pawn-offices, 
has been increasing within the last few years. These two items stood, in 1860, in some- 
what the same position that they did in 1846, when the population was more than 50 per 
cent greater. 
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Connty Courts (t) — where Ejectments and Civil Bills, for small sums, 
are tried — ^the Bankrupt Court,(y) Personal and Real Property ,(ifc) 
Funded Property,(Z) ourBanks,(m) our Railways,(n)our few branches 
of Manufacture,(o) our Trade, our Commerce, the condition, singly 
as well as cumulatively, of every industrial and mercantile interest, in 
the country, indicate a depression, such as had not been reached, in 
Ireland, since the close of the famine period. One important element, 
however, has considerably increased, and that is Taxation ; the im- 
perial burdens imposed upon the industrial classes being inversely 
proportional to their ability to bear them.(p) 

(t) The vast increase of basiness in these Courts, chiefly in Ejectments and Civil Bills, 
has been such as to render many of the Chairmen unable to hear all the oases, within the 
time prescribed for the Session. 

(J) The number of Bankruptcies in 1858 was 230, in 1861, 414, while the number in 1862 
was still greater. 

{k) The total Personal and Real Property, upon which Probate or Administration Duty, 
or Legacy or Succession Duties were paid, in Ireland, in the three years ending 81st 
March, 1861, shows a decrease of nearly 10 per cent 

(0 The amount of Funded Property held in Ireland has decreased more than £4,000,000, 
since 1858. 

(m) The Irish Bank Note circulation decreased £670,966 from the year 1859 to 1861, 
while that for 1862 shows a further reduction, bringing the circulation lower than it has 
been since 1854. 

(n) In one year only, since 1851, have the total average receipts per mile, upon Irish 
Railways, been so low as last year, owing to the depressed state of the country. The 
whole of the paid up capital of the Irish Railways is about £17,000,000, but a considerable 
portion of the shareholders are English. 

(o) The Province of Ulster, the seat of our chief manufacture, is now suffering severely, 
from the effects of the American civil war. The heretofore flourishing county of Armagh, 
where an extensive Unen manufacture was carried on, exhibited the greatest relative 
increase of pauperism, 45 per cent, in Feb., 1862, compared with Feb., 1861. Referring 
to this, the Poor-Law Commissioners justly observe, in their last Report :— ** In some 
"parts of Ireland, the causes of distress have been cumulative, for two or three years, 
*' tending to an exhaustion of resources, and, in other districts, trade is suffering much 
*' firom the continuance of the civil war in America. After Connaught, the Province of 
** Ulster has suffered most, in degree ; and the County Armagh, the seat of an extensive 
** linen manufacture, by hand-loom, shows the largest per oentage of increased pauperism 
'* in Ireland, amounting to no less than 45 per cent."

The Increase, in nine yearn, of British taxation, was 29|, and of Irish taxation 84| per 
cent, or nearly three-fold greater. Great Britain paid the above sum, in 1862, upon a 
total assessed income of £278,599,525, or a Poundage Rate of is, 6d. ; whilst Ireland, upon 
an assessed income of £22,746,342, paid 6«. in the £1, or one-third more. Neither the 
expense of collection, nor the large amount of revenue paid in England for articles con- 
sumed in Ireland, is included in the above statement Local taxation has also increased 
in Ireland— both Connty Rates and Poor Rates— the latter by more than 25 per cent 
within the past three years. 
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Defldtation, as tested bj the number in receipt of Poor Law relief, 
in-door or outdoor, is the only standard of acate distress that some 
of onr statesmen recognize; yet, CTen under this most erroneoss 
estimate, we obtain similar eridenee of the lamentable increase of 
popular suffering. Pauperism, which, from 1850 to 1859, had been 
declining in extent, has been increasing, for the kst three years, and, 
at present, there are more persons in receipt of legal relief in Ireland, 
than there had been, at miy one time, for the past seven years. From 
Betums that have been furnished to the Committee by the Poor Law 
Commissioners, we find that while the number of persons in receipt 
of Poor Law relief, for the week ending 21st September last, was 
only 45,201, the number rapidly rose, although the season was 
unusually mild, until it attained 65,844, in the week ending 3rd 
instant. Thus, in about three months, we have an increase of 46 
per cent., in the number of recipients of legal relief; and, following 
the usual law of increase, the maximum will not be reached until 
some time in March, when, we apprehend, there may be 90,000 
persons^ or even more, reeeiying Poor Law relief. The deep signifi- 
cance of these facts cannot be understood, beyond our shores, unless 
in connection with the following accurate testimony, borne by the 
Poor Law Commissioners themselves, in a Report laid before Parlia- 
ment, as to the deep abhorrence of some of the poor to enter the 
Workhouses: — 

" In localities," say the Commissiotiersy '* where destitution undcmbtedly 
" prevailed, the unwillingness of some poor persons to avail themselves of 
" this mode of relief has been so great, that they have saerifieed their own 
** lives, or the lives of their children, by postponing acceptance too long, or 
" by refusing such relief altogether."(g') 

The Poor Law, if administered to the extent of its provisions, 
could, no doubt, be made to afibrd a considerable meed of relief, in 
their own homes, to many of the destitute poor.(r) Our appeal, 
however, is mainly on behalf of the yet unpauperised classes, the 



{q) The Irish Census Commissioners, for 1851, Report that, in the ten years, 1841-51, 
there occnrred 21,770 deaths from itarvationf alone, apurt fnmi 392^73 deaths from 
extraordinary causes— Fever, Cholera, and Dysentery— a large portion of which, must 
have been owing to the influences above stated by the Poor Law Commissioneis. 

(r) Of the 65,844 persons, who were in receipt of Poor Belief in Ireland, on the 3rd 
inst, only 5,012, or one in eleven, got out-door relief, whereas, in England, in ordinary 
years, out-door relief is given to iix persons for one to whom in>Kloor relief is given 
whilst, incases like the Lancashire distress, the proportion is many times greater. 
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indostrious and mdependent labourer and tradesman, and the tens of 
thousands of persons now oat of employment, that we may be able to 
mitigate their present misery, and, by a little timely relief, save them 
from permanent pauperism. Composed, as this Committee is, of 
the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, all the members of the Municipal 
Council, several of the City Magistrates, the Clergy, of all denomi- 
nations, in the metropolis and suburbs, and all the Medical Men, 
connected with Dispensaries, in the City, there is the amplest security 
that no feeling, save that of common benevolence, shall influence its 
operations ; nor does the Committee ever allocate aid, without having 
first obtained fiill local information, upon which a just claim thereto 
is founded. The main object of the Central Committee is to en- 
courage the formation and the efficient working of Local Committees, 
composed of persons of all creeds and parties, whose efforts thej 
stimulate, by supplementing their contributions, as far as means 
permit, with grants -in-aid. Preferring this simple statement of facta 
to any exciting appeal, the Committeie implores the subscriptions and 
support of the himiane, at home and abroad.

east ; and in the manufacturing districts in the north — Annagh, 
Down, Antrim, and Londonderry. We would also respectfully 
request that where no local relief committees exist, the resident 
clergy should be selected to distribute it, leaving its distribution in 
all other respects to your best judgment. I am happy to state that 
very active efforts are now making in the city, and that we shall be 
able, in a very short time, to send you another remittance. Move- 
ments have also taken place in other cities, which we anticipate will 
be extensively followed up throughout the Northern States. Though 
labouring as we are at present under weighty national responsibilities, 
the accounts which have reached us of the extent of suffering in 
Ireland have awakened our deepest sympathy, and it is gratifying 
to ns to state that, so far as the labours of this committee have ex- 
tended, the most earnest disposition has been shown on the part of 
onr people to do what may be in their power to alleviate it.

My dear Mr. Devitt — May I request you to hand into the 
Relief Committee a cheque for £927, which I send you. This sum 
is an offering of charity from the Diocese of Newark, United States, 
where the distinguished Bishop, Right Rev. Dr. Bayley, as soon as 
the intelligence reached him of the distress prevailing in Ireland, 
gave instructions, in a true charitable spirit, that a collection should 
or would be made on St. Patrick's Day, or the Sunday following, in 
all the Catholic churches under his jurisdiction, for the relief of our 
poor. The amount collected, though considerably lessened by the 
state of the Exchange, speaks highly for the generous spirit of the 
people of Newark, who, though suffering, themselves, from the effects 
of a long and destructive civil war, have not hesitated to stretch 
out a helping hand to the poor of this country, and have manifested 
a most anxious desire to relieve their wants. We cannot but be 
most grateful to the people, the clergy, and the venerable Bishop of 
that diocese, for their sympathy towards us in our afflictions; and it 
is our duty to beg of God that, in reward of their charity. He may 
soon restore to them peace and prosperity. I trust that their 
example will be followed by all the wealthier classes in England 
and here, at home. The late declaration of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, that Ireland has suffered a loss of twenty-seven millions, 
within the last three years, must convince the most sceptical that 
the country is passing through a severe ordeal, which cannot be met 
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except by great external and extraordinary assistance. In the 
letter of Mr. Doane, which I send for your perusal, you will per- 
ceive that he suggests that Donegal and parts of the South and 
West should be specially considered in the allocation of the sum 
which he remitted to me; you will also observe the following words 
which he adds : — "The Committee, while suggesting this disposition 
of the fund, leave it entirely discretionary with your Grace to alter 
it in any way you think would best accomplish the object of the 
collection.*' As I know that the gentlemen of the Central Com- 
mittee distribute the funds committed to them most judiciously, and 
in a way likely to promote the interests of the poor, I avail myself 
of the discretion left to me to place the money now in question in 
their hands, begging, however, of them to keep in view, in its dis- 
tribution, the suggestions made in Mr. Doane's letter.

The Hon. Secretary read the following letter, which was directed 
to be published. Whilst the letter was being read, there were re- 
peated manifestations of applause: — 

65, Eccles-street, 28th May, 1863. 

My Dear Mr. Devitt — Allow me to request you to hand over 
to the Central Relief Committee the accompanying bill for 
£44 10^. IM., forwarded to me by the Most Rev. Dr. Hughes, 
Archbishop of New York, to be distributed among the poor. His 
Grace states that that sum is one-fourth of the amount contributed 
for our poor by the south-western army of the United States; and 
he adds, that the other three-fourths have been sent to the Arch- 
bishops of Armagh, Cashel, and Tuam. It is to be hoped that, as 
a reward for their charity, God will preserve those generous soldiers 
from the many dangers to which they are exposed. I have further 
to trouble you to hand in a cheque for £800, which is also about 
one-fourth of a large sum collected at the Kuggestion of the 
Most Rev. Dr. Fitzpatrick, Bishop of Boston, U.S., in the Catholic 
churches of that diocese. This cheque for £800 was handed to me 
by the Rev. Mr. Lyndon, a most respectable clergyman of Boston, 
who consented to be the bearer of the charitable contributions of the 
Catholic congregations of his diocese to Ireland. We cannot but 
feel that we owe a great debt of gratitude to our brethren at the 
other side of the Atlantic, for their exertions in favour of our poor; 
and I am sure all will agree in begging of God to banish the demon 
of civil discord from that great country, and restore to it its for- 
mer peace and prosperity. In the sufferings now inflicted on them 
by war, it will be undoubtedly a consolation to them to reflect that 
their charity has saved the lives of many, and that fervent prayers 
are poured out for them by those whom they have relieved. As 
our Government appears determined to leave Ireland to its fate, 
would it not be well to bring the distressed state of so many dis- 
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Iriets of tho coaatrj, by petition, before Partiament? If any pUui 
were devised to give employment to tlie people, oar conntrymen at 
borne woald be as energetic and successfal as they are in Bostont 
New York, and elsewhere. There are many public works necessary 
in Ireland, which would give means of subsistence for a long time 
to large numbers of people ; but if there be an objection to under- 
take such works, a great impulse could be given to private enter- 
prise by an equitable arrangement of the relations between landlord 
and tenant. If long leases were given, at fair rents, to the occu- 
piers of the soil, and compensation for valuable improvements 
allowed them at the termination of their tenancy, undoubtedly they 
would invest all their capital in making the land more productive, 
and they would find employment for all the idle hands in the king- 
dom. It appears to me that it is a very bad policy not to legislate 
on these matters. Were the relations between landlord and tenant 
properly regulated, the country would soon put off its squalid 
appearance, and be numbered amongst the wealthy and prosperous 
kingdoms of Europe. — Wishing you and the Committee every suc-

Mr Dear Mr. Devitt — This week supplies a new illustration of 
the generous charity of our brethren an(^ friends beyond the Atlantic 
towards the saffering poor of Ireland. The last mail has brought 
ne remittances to the amount of £1,637 19^. lie/., for which I 
send you a cheque. From Mr. Carrigan's letter, which I send, yon 
will perceive that out of that amount the sum of £121 125. 6(/. 
was subscribed by the private soldiers of the 37th Regiment, New 
York Volunteers, and forwarded to me by order of their chaplain, 
the Rev. Mr. Tissott, S.J. The value of this contribution is en- 
hanced by the fact. that it was made on the eve of battle, when the 
generous contributors were about to expose their lives, in the dis- 
charge of their military duties. Their feelings of charity must 
have been great, indeed, when on such an occasion they could occupy 
themselves with the thought of solacing the afflictions of their dis- 
tant brethren. It is consoling to meet such an instance of a true 
Christian spirit amidst the turmoils of a dreadful war. The letter 
of the Bishop of Philadelphia, the Most Reverend Doctor Wood, 
in which he states that the collection in bis diocese amounted to 
£4,090 19^., clearly proves that the great city of which he is the 
bishop is well worthy of the name it bears, being eminently distin- 
guished for its brotherly love. The sum remitted to me by the 
venerable prelate is £760, the remainder having been sent to the 
other metropolitans. From the letter of the Rev. Dr. Jamea Keogh 
yoa will perceive that the collection made in Pittsburg by the 
authority of the charitable bishop, Most Rev. Dr. Domenec, a 
worthy disciple of St. Vincent de Paul, amounted to £766 7^. M.f 
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and that a further sum is still expected. I have written to thank 
onr friends in America for their charitable donations, but I think it 
is impossible to express the feelings which their generosity, especially 
in SQch trying circumstances of their owu country, is calculated to 
excite. I hope, however, that all the poor in Ireland will send up 
fervent and unceasing prayers for their beDefACtora, begging of the 
Almighty ruler of kingdoms to restore peace and union and pros- 
perity to their great country, now so severely afflicted by civil war. 
Qod grant that the noble example given by our friends in America 
may not be thrown away on those nearer home, and that, at length,

6cL, the 
draft having been purchased with 1,061 dollars, in United States 
Treasury notes. The Association was instituted more especially for 
the mutual improvement of its members in elementary military tac- 
tics. It is named after an illustrious Irish-American soldier of the 
Revolation, and is made up of adopted citizens of Irish origin, who, 
under this government of their choice, and in this home of their 
adoption, still hold dear to them every feature of their native country — 
every lake and stream, hill and valley, cot, and castle, and tower on 
its green surface — every song, and story, and tradition which 
Ulnmines the imperishable history of our grand old race — every 
memory of the patriot-dead and living, the martyred and the exiled ; 
— and, above all, the self-sacrificing, peerless priesthood of Ireland, 
who are like the pillar of fire to the Israelites of old, in the long 
night of the nation's tribulation, who relieve the darkness of their 
country's bondage with the calm, steady light of religion, giving 
comfort, and succour, and hope eternal, to our snfifering, down- 
trodden people. The Irish- American cannot fail to contemplate, 
but with bitter sorrow and regret, the condition of his kindred, his 
inability to give them that relief they need, the distance which sepa- 
rates them from him in all their long trials and persecutions, and 
the mournful prospect that he will never again see his native land; 
yet it consoles him to think that the glories of his ancient race are 
perpetuated and vindicated here, and when his own weary pilgrim- 
age is past — when his bones will lie bleaching on the battle-fields of 
America, or rest in some unknown or unepitaphed grave on this 
wide continent — when the blood of the expatriated Irish emigrant 
shall commingle with that of the great generous nation that wel- 
comed him to her shores — and when his Celtic name will alone be 
left to aid the genealogist in his researches, and to guide posterity 
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to his origin — that his race will preserve his brief history, that his 
memory will be cherished by his people, and that his native country 
may yet take her stand among the nations of the earth. That the 
present suffering in Ireland may soon end, and that plenty may 
soon take the place of want and hanger, is the daily and nightly 
prayer ascending to heaven in heartfelt accents from every Irish-

Devitt — Last week I had the pleasure of sending 
to the Gommittee £41, the contribution of our charitable brethren 
of Sandusky city in Ohio, which was forwarded to me by the Rev. 

I also 
send yon £75 12$, 4d., contributed to the relief of Irish distress by 
the garrison of Shanghai, and remitted to me by the Rev. H. 
Liporoski, chaplain to the troops. This is a consoling proof of the 
charity of our countrymen in the army, who manifest such sympathy 
for our distress, even when stationed beyond the bounds of civiliza- 
tion, and separated from us by half the world. To-day I have to 
remit to the Gommittee £43 12«.2(i., the last instalment of the col- 
lection made in the Gatholic churches of the diocese of Newark for 
onr relief, by order of the distinguished Bishop of that city, Right 
Rev. Dr. Bayley. The Rev. Mr. Doane's letter shows how deeply 
interested onr benefactors are in onr future welfare, and how they 
pray that we may be blessed with a good harvest, and abundance of 
everything we are in need of. I have also to forward to the Gom- 
mittee, through your kindness, a bill for £1,000 which I have re-

My Lord Archbishop — Having read in the Catholic Telegraph 
and Irish Sun^ and also in the Irishman, both Dublin papers, 
received here by the reading-room, that the distress is spreading in

Irish Bbijef Committee Booms, 

ImmigraDts' Aid Society's Office, next the Town Hall, 

Melboome, 25th October, 1862. 

Mt Lobd — We trost that oar reooittances in aid of this fhnd for 
the distressed peasantry in Ireland — £500 — by the Angost mail, 
and j£2,250, by the mail which left in September, have arrived 
safe, and in sufficient time to be of substantial assistance to jonr 
benevolent movement. Our collection has proceeded satisfactorily 
since -the departure of the last mail, and we have now a considerable 
sum in hands. We observe by the public journals, however, that 
your Committee have, at least for a time, suspended their labours, 
promising to publish a report of their proceedings. Pending the 
arrival of advices from you, and such other intelligence as may come 
by the next mail, we think it is the better course to reserve this 
money, in order that, when properly informed, we may make the 
most judicious appropriation of it. We may inform you that there 
is a very strong feeling here in favour of helping some of the poor 
people to emigrate to Australia, which could be done through the 
assisted emigration system, now in force. We should be very glad 
to have the advantage of your advice upon this matter ; but, as it 
would obviously be too long to wait your reply, we must shape our 
course as judiciously as possible, when the mail arrives. We trust, 
however, you will be kind enough to favour us with an answer 
at your earliest convenience, giving us all the information in your 
power respecting the movement, and the present social condition of 
our fellow countrymen and their families in the south and west.

My Lord and Gentlemen, — The efforts of the Melbourne Irish 
Relief Committee being now brought to a termination for the present, 
and having transmitted to your board a draft for £2,600, being the 
third instalment of the contribution from Victoria for the relief of 
our suffering countrymen in various parts of Ireland, and being 
awar^ that a few of the gentlemen with whom I have had the honour 
of co-operating, have, for some time past, endeavoured to have 
the amount just forwarded expended on the purchase of emigration 
warrants to this colony for 300 females and 100 males, to be 
selected from the distressed districts, and having arrived at that 
conclusion mainly, I believe, from not having received any commu- 
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nication from jonr Oommittee smce the I7th November last, as to 
the state of the coaotry^ or in what way onr former remittances 
have been dealt with ; and, believing that those gentlemen intend 
to lead yon to the belief that snch is the desire of a majority of our 
Committee and the snbscribera generally, I beg to assare yon that 
such has not been the case ; indeed there has not been a single 
meeting of the subscribers to the fund called to give an opinion on 
the subject, and if there were, it was in conseqaence of the very 
distressing acconnts which appeared in the Irish papers received by 
the last mail, conpled with letters also received by his Lordship the 
Bight Rev. Dr. Goold, from their Graces the Archbishops of Gashel 
and Tnam, acknowledging the receipt of money sent them for the 
relief of the poor. While, on the other hand, yon will perceive, 
by reference to our former correspondence and to the press of this 
colony, that the action taken in this matter at first received the 
sanction of the citizens by a meeting held in the Town Hall, and 
presided over by the mayor of the city, and that the resolutions 
there agreed on speak for themselves as to the intention of the 
Committee and subscribers. In conclusion, I deem it right to tell 
my countrymen, through the medium of your honorable board, that 
I am as anxious as any of those gentlemen with whom I have acted 
to see a steady stream of emigration to this land of liberty and 
plenty, and do hope and trust that you will do all in your power, not 
only to induce, but assist, by every legitimate means, as many as 
you can of the distressed peasantry to avail themselves of the system 
of emigration that is now before the Parliament of this country, and 
which, I have no doubt, will become law before many weeks hence.

Gentlemen — As a member of the Irish Central Relief Committee 
in Melbourne, I beg to inform you that this mail takes home a drafl 
in your favour for £2,600, the remaining balance in our hands of 
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the sum collected in Victoria for the relief of Irish distress. I am 
glad that the matter is at an end, as there has •been a great deal of 
angry discussion in the press and elsewhere — I enclose a sample- 
by members and subscribers, with regard to the proper application 
of the fund. It was felt by great numbers (self included) that it 
would be a great breach of faith with the public of all creeds and 
nationalities, who cheerfully subscribed, to divert any portion of a 
fund collected undeniably to feed starving people, for the purpose of 
paying the passages to this country of persons who, being eligible 
as emigrants in robust health, were not the parties for whom the 
money was raised. On the other hand, there was an influential 
section of the Committee and subscribers who thought otherwise. 
Our respected Treasurer, however, Patrick O'Brien, Esq., J.P,, 
flatly refused to hand over the money, unless for its original destina- 
nation — namely, to be sent home to your Committee, without any 
conditions as to its appropriation. Matters were assuming the 
appearance of a '* dead lock," when the Commissioner of Customs 
cut the *' gordian knot," by stating that he would not issue any 
blank passage warrants; consequently, at a meeting held on yester- 
day, a simple resolution was unanimously carried, that a draft for 
£2,600 be sent home to the Mansion House Committee. There 
were no conditions of any sort attached to the resolution, and the 
responsibility of the proper appropriation of the fund now rests on 
the Mansion House Committee. It is my deliberate opinion, and 
the opinion of many of the best friends of our race in this country, 
that if any portion of the same is applied to immigration purposes it 
will damage the national character here, and be a strong argument in 
favour of the loudly-expressed opinion of a large section of this 
community, who have said that there was no extraordinary distress 
in Ireland, but that the movement was got up in opposition to the 
Lancashire Relief Fund. The dictates of common humanity would 
be outraged were we to talk of anything but food in the presence of 
starving thousands. It is a consolation to think that there is such a 
body as the Mansion House Committee, whose personal and collec- 
tive reputation is so high that all men place implicit confidence in 
them, and whose holy labours and exertions in the cause of sufier- 
ing humanity have evoked such generous and charitable co-opera- 
tion, as well from neighbouring countries as from the most distant 
parts of the habitable globe.

Mr. Sullivan, T.C, brought np the following Report of the 
Sab- Committee appointed on the 25th instant, which was adopted. 
It was agreed that it lie on the table nntil after the receipt of next 
Australian Mail: — 

" Your Sub-Committee, in submitting this their Report, feel 
bound, in the first place, to express the reluctance and pain with 
which they have accepted the task delegated to them by your in- 
structions of the 26th instant, inasmuch as they fully participate in 
the conviction so unanimously entertained by your body, that under 
the present sad condition of Ireland, emigration, though it may 
benefit the individual, tends to further exhaust the country. But 
however your Sub-Committee might determine between two such 
painful alternatives as deportation of the people to distant but 
happy homes, or retaining them here in a state of chronic destitu- 
tion, in the present instance they consider themselves relieved from 
the responsibility of choosing, since what they have really to con- 
sider is, how best to apply, as a mode of relief to the destitute per- 
sons, the 400 free passage tickets about to be remitted by our ever- 
generous and faithful fellow-countrymen in Australia. 

"Your Sub- Committee, having fully considered the subject, re- 
commend, that for selected districts which have been under relief 
from your body during the past year, a certain number of tickets 
be provisionally allocated. That the local Relief Committees, or 
such other agency as may have been the medium of your relief 
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grants heretofore, be, in each case, informed of snch provisional allo- 
cation, and be requested to nominate a proportional number of 
eligible persons as recipients, subject to approval hy the Central 
Committee. That the Central Committee shall, if they deem fit, 
confirm such nomination, and allocate the passages to the parties 
thus recommended, or they may, should cause appear before them, 
reject all or any of such nominations, and request that new ones be 
made in the same district, or elsewhere. 

" Subject to any instructions which may be received from the 
donors, your Sub-Committee recommend that the 4O0 free passage 
tickets be divided between the several Provinces and Counties 
according to the following scale, drawn up from the data as to 
population and destitution, contained in the documents and returns 
supplied by your body: —

To the Editor of the " Freeman:* 

Dear Sir — A snggestion having been made that the Poor Law 
Retarns of the weekly nambers in receipt of relief, indoor and oat- 
door, shoald be pablished in the joarnals here, as they are in 
England, in reference to the distressed districts, I lose no time 
in acting thereon. 

The minimum nambers in receipt of indoor relief, for the last foar 
years, stood, thas, in Aagast or September of the respective years : —

The increase was, in round nambers, 7 per cent., in 1860, above 
the number in 1869; 9 percent., in 1861, above the number in 
I860; 14 per cent., in 1862, above the number in 1861;; and 
34 per cent., in 1862, as compared with the number in the work* 
house in the autumn, 1859* About November, sir, the absence 
of agricultural employment, and the lowering of the temperature, 
forced some of the destitute classes into the workhouses and 
although the returns of pauperism are not by any means a correct 
measure of positive, they may be taken as an approximate estimate 
of relative destitution. Judged by which, the following table shows 
that the condition of the poor is much worse this year than it had 
been in any of the winters for the last four years. The total num- 
ber in receipt of relief, indoor and outdoor, is included in this table, 
which refers to the weeekly nambers relieved, for the four or five 
weeks, as the case may be, ending with the Saturdays in each

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Here, sir, with a population considerably diminished, we had 
above 50 per cent, more persons in receipt of legal relief the third 
week in Jaunarj, 1 863, than there had been in the corresponding 
week in 1860. The very Poor Law Commissioners themselves, 
from whose last report, and from whose returns made to our Com- 
mittee, these very tables have been compiled, cannot, sir, question 
the accuracy of the statistical photograph which they supply of the 
sinking and deplorable condition of the destitute poor. The maxi- 
mum number in the workhouses during the Poor Law year 1861-2 
was attained on the 8th of March last, when the inmates numbered 
61,791; whilst on the 17th instant, 63,807 had already been 
reached, altho»gh eight weeks, at least, must elapse, and in the 
season of moet acute and pressing distress, before this year's 
maximum will have been attained. I may take the liberty of re- 
minding you, sir, of the severity of last winter, both as to weather 
and to dearth of fuel; also of the fact, that local relief committees 
were neither so numerously nor so generally well supported as they 
are now ; and, in reference to our Mansion House or Central 
Relief Committee, our first meeting was not held until 19th Feb- 
ruary last. Notwithstanding the providential mildness of this 
winter, and the more general and generous dispensation of charity, 
central and local, we find, sir, that, forced by impending starvation, 
and by that alone, the number of workhouse inmates has already 
attained a magnitude much greater than that of last year, 60 per 
cent, greater than that of 1 860, and such as had not been reached 
in Ireland since the Poor Law year, 1855-6, or a period of seven' 
years. 

Those clear facts, sir, drawn from official sources, strikingly sup- 
port the accuracy of the views so ably put forward for the past yeaf 
in the Freeman^ in reference to the increase in the extent, depth, 
and acuteness of popular distress in Ireland.

Mr Prar Sir — T ayatl myself of yoar presence in Dublin to 
convey . through yon, to the Central Relief Committee, a brief 
account of the truly distressed condition of the poor people in cer- 
tain portions of onr impoverished district. I made a visit recently 
to the islands of *' Boffin'' and '^ Shark," in order that I might 
judge for myself how the inhabitants there were circumstanced. I 
was accompanied on the occasion by Mr. Jones, J. P., and Sab- 
Inspector Armstrong; we visited several houses on both islands, 
and saw most of the hardy islanders, and certainly one could 
scarcely exaggerate the wretched state in which we found nearly 
one and all of them. There was a degree of listlessness and des- 
pair abodt them — particularly those of Shark — which plainly indi- 
cated their destitute condition. From the exposed and isolated 
position in the Atlantic of those islands, the wind and weather 
during the late bad seasons told more destructively on their crops 
than on those in the mainland, so that the potato crop in particular 
was with them almost a complete failure, and the other minor crops 
Buffered in proportion ; the consequence being that they were forced 
to convert nearly all their ** worldly goods" into money to purchase 
food, in a limited way even, and their effects, as yon may imagine, 
not being the most valuable. Their resources in that respect may 
now be safely said to be quite exhausted. How they are, therefore, 
to safely tide over the intervening time between this and July next, 
when the new potatoes may be expected to make their appearance^ 
is to me a mystery. Indeed, before this time many of them would 
have been sadly off but for the generous and timely aid afforded by 
the Central Relief Committee, through the Rev. J. M*Walters, their 
zealous, thoogh unostentatious pastor, to whom too much praise 
cannot be given for the efficient and useful manner in which he, 
unaided, disbursed the funds so placed at his disposal — ^for not only 
did he provide food for the hungry, but he also supplied seed for the 
land, which otherwise would have remained uncropped, and gave 
some remunerative employment in making passable the only road, 
I believe, on the island, which it appears the county Mayo, to which 
Boffin belongs, refused to do, although the poor islanders are called 
on to pay their quota of the county cess. Now, as to our own im- 
mediate locality of Clifden, I regret to say that matters are begin- 
ning to assume a very gloomy aspect, particularly amongst the poor 
householder class. However, incalculable good has been done by 
the comparatively munificent remittances made by the Central Com- 
mittee to the superioress of the Mercy Convent here, Mrs. Esmonde 
White, who, from the peculiar nature of her religious calling, can 
best select the most fitting objects of relief, and which, I am aware, 
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she does in a manDer most systematic and discriminating, in fact 
mnch more so than onr committee conld do, were it to resume 
its operations again. I onij hope that the Central Committee may 
be enabled, by a humane public at home and abroad, to continue 
the good work of charity in which it is at present so usefully and 
benevolently engaged, as otherwise I very much fear there will be 
sad results to chronicle, in this part of Ireland at least, between this 
and July next. The potato and other crops about here are most 
promising just now; and should we be now blessed with genial 
weather to bring them to maturity, all may be well again with the 
struggling landholders and those dependent on them. — I remaiu, my
